derſtanding his Power. 

The preſent State of Chriftendome is 
apparant, Thar the Houle of Auſtria begins 
to diminiſh, as in Spain, ſo conſequently in 
Germanie. That the French doe {well and en- 
largethemlſelyes : if they Grow and Hold, 
They will beto us but Sparne neerer hand. 

Alliances do ſerve well To make up a 
preſent Breach, or mutually To ſtrengthen 
thoſe States who have theſame Ends; but 
Politike Bodies have no Naturall Aﬀecti- 
ons, they are Guided by particular Intereſt, 
and beyond That are not to be truſted, 

Although it may be good Policy to breed 
a Militia at the charg of other States abroad 
for our own uſe and occaſions at home, yet 
Thar ought rather to bee done amongſt 
Friends of the ſame way , and ſothe Low 
Countries have been an Academie to us.
